Abridgment of the Quebec Ad, paffed by, the Parhament of Great-Britain in 
the year 1791. 
1, S° much of the A& of the 14th of George III. pafied in the year 
\? 1774, as relates to the appointment of a council for the government 
of the province of Quebec, is repealed. 
_ 2. The province of Quebec being divided bythe king's proclamation 
into two feparate provinces, to be called the provinces of Upper and 
Lower’Canada,* it is enaéted that there fhall be within each of the faid 
i provinces 
* The line of divifion betweea the two provinces, to commence at a flone 
boundary on the norih bank of the lake St. Francis, at the cove Wet of Pointe 
au Boulet, 2x the limit between the townfhip of Lancafter and the feigneurie of 
New Longueuil, running along the faid limit inthe diredion of North thirty four 
degrecs Veh to the Weferinoft angle of the fad fergneurie of New Longueuil, 
thence Along the North-weftern boundary of the feigneuric of Vaudreuil, run- 
utug- North twenty five degrees Eaft, until it ftrikes the Ottawas river, to af-

8, The feats of other members of the legiflative council fhall be vaca- 
ted, provided they be abfent from the province, without Jeave, for the

11, Queftions refpeéting the right of being fummoned to the legifla- 
tive council, or ref{peéting vacancies therein, fhall by the govornor be 
referred to faid council, to be by them determined ; but appeals may be 
made from their decifion to the king and pari:ament of Great Britain, 
whole judgment fhall be final. 

12, The governor fhall appoint and remove the {peaker of the Legif- 
lative council. 

13. His Mayefty fhall authorize the governor ta call together the af- 
fembly. 

14. To divide the province into diftri&s and towns, appointing the 
number of reprefentatives to be chpfen in each; and to appoint return- 
ing officers; which divifion of the province, appointment of number of 
reprelentatives, and nomination of returning ofhcers fhall continuc val- 
id, unlefs it fhall at any time be otherwife provided by an att of the three 
branches of the legiflature. 

15. The power of the govenor to appoint returning officers fhall con- 
tinue two years, unlefs fooner repealed by an att of the legiflaturc. 

16. No perfon fhall be obliged to ferve as returning officer for a‘long- 
er time than onc year, or more than once, unlefs otherwile provided by 
an att of the province. 

17. Vhenumber of members in Upper Canada thall not be lefs than 
Axteen; and-in Lower Canada, not lefs than fifty. 

18. ‘The governor fhall iffue writs for the ele&tion of members within 
fourteen days after the allembly is called together; which wrtts fhall be 
made returnable within fifiy days from their date, unleis otherwife pro- 
vided by an att of the provinces 
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19. Such writs thall be direfted to the returning officers, and execut- 
ed by them. hs 

20, The members for the feveral diftriés fhall be chofen by perfons 
holding, within fuch diftriét, lands or tenements, in freehold, or in fief, 
or in roture, and being of the yearly value of forty fhillings fterling, o- 
ver and above all rents and charges payable out of the fame : And the 
members of the feveral towns fhall be-chofen by fuch perfons, as either 
hold in like manner as aforefaid, a dwelling houfe and lot of ground in 
fach town, of the yearly value of five pounds fterling ; or as having been 
tefident within the faid town for the {pace of one year next before the 
date of the writ of fummons for the clettion, fhall dona fde have paid one 
year’s rent for the dwelling houfe in which they have refided at the rate 
of ten pounds fterling per aunum., 

-'21. No perfon, who is cither a member of the legiflative council, a 
minifter of the church of England, a prieft of the church of Rome, or a 
teacher in any other church, dhall be eligible to the affembly. 

22. No perfon, unlefs he pofiefs the qualifications {pecified in Se€tion, 
4. thall be capable of voting or of being ele&ed. 

23. Nor any perfon attainted for tyeafon or felony, or who is difqual- 
ified by an a€t of the province. 

24. Voteré, if required by any of the candidates, or by the returning 
officer, thall take an oath teftifying that they are of the age of twenty one 
years, and that they have not voted before at the fame eleétion, and that 
they poffets the qualifications pointed out in Seétion 20. 


25. His Majefty may authorize the governor to fix the time and place . 


of holding the eleétions, fubje& neverthelefs to fuch provifions as may be 
hereafter made by the legrflature. 

26. And to fix the times and placeé of holding the feffions of the le- 
giflative council and affembly, and to prorogue and diffolve the fame, 
whenever he fhail judge it neceflary. 

27. The legiflative council and affembly thall be called together once 
at leaft every year: and every aflembly fhall continue four years, unilefs 
fooner difolved by the governor. 

28, All queftions fhall be decided by a ma 
bers prefent. 

29. No member fhall fit or vote, till he has taken an oath of allegiance 
to the king. 

30. The governor may give or withhold his Majefty’s affent to bills 
paffed by the legiflative council and affembly, or referve them for his 
Majetty’s pleafure. 

31. The governor fhall tranfmit to the fecretary of ftate copies of fuch 
bills as have been affented to, which his Majefty in council may declare 
his difallowance of within two years from the receipt. 

32. Bills, which are referved for his Majefty’s pleafure, fhall not have 
any force till his Majefty’s affent is fignified hy the gevernor, which aif- 
fent, to be valid, muft be fignified within two years after fuch bill has 
been prefented to the governor. 

33- Laws, which were in force at the commencement of this aét, fhall 
continue fo, excepi they are repealed or varied by it, or except they 
thall hereafter be repealed by an aé of the province. 

34. The governor, together with fuch executive council as fha]l be ap- 
pointed by the king for the affairs of each province, fhall be a court of 
civil jurifdiétion for hearing and determining appeals; fubjeé&t however 
to fuch appeals from their judgment as heretofore exifted, 

Part Il.—-Vor, I, Bb 35. The 
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35. The declaration and provifion refpeéting the clergy of the church 
of Rome, contained in the above mentioned aé& of the a4th of George 
+e fhall continue in force, except fo far as it may be repealed by the le- 

iulature. 

36. His Majefty may authorize the governor to make allotments of 
lands for the fupport of a Proteftant clergy in each province out of the 
crown lands already granted; and whenever any grants of lands fhall 
hereafter be made, there fhall be an appropriation for this purpofe, equal 
in value to the feventh part of the lands fo granted. 

37- And the profits arifing from {uch lands fhall be applicable folely 
to the fupport ofa Proteftant clergy, within the province in which the 
{ame fhall be fituated. 

38. His Majefty may authorize the governor, with the advice of the 
executive council, to ereét parfonages, according to the eftablifhment of 
the church of England, within every townthip or parifh already formed, 
or which may hereafter be formed ; and to endow them with fo much of 
the lands appropriated as aforefaid, as they fhall judge tobe expedicnt. 

39- And his Majefty may authorize the governor to prefent to every 
fuch parfonage a minifter of the church of England, who fhall have been 
duly ordained; and fuch perfon fhall hold and enjoy in the fame man- 
ner, and upon the fame conditions as incumbents in England. 

40. But prefentations to parfonages and the enjoyment of them fhall be 
fubjeét to the ecclefiaftical jurifdi¢tion granted to the bifhop of Nova- 
Scotia. 

41. The provifions aforefaid refpeéting the allotment of lands for the 
fupport of a Proteftant clergy, &c. may be varied and repealed by an a€t 
of the legiflature, | 

42. Bit all aéts of the legiflature to this purpofe, or in any manner rc- 
lating to the exercife of any religious mode of worfhip, or affeéting the 
king’s prerogative touching the granting of the waite lands of the crown, 
ihall be laid before parliament previous to receiving his Majefty’s alfent ; 
and it fhall not be lawful for his Majefty to give his affent, in cafe either 
houte of parliament addrefs him to withold it. 

43, Alllands in Upper Canada fhall be granted hereafter in free and 
common foccage ; and alfo im Lower Canada, when the grantee fhall de- 
fire it, fubje¢t neverthelefs to alterations by an aé of the legiflature. 

44. Perfons holding lands in Upper Canada by certificate from the goy- 
ernor and council of the province of Quebec, upon furrendering the 
fame into the hands of his Majefty, fhall have a frefh grant of fuch lands 
to be holden in free and common foccage. 

45. But fuch furrender and grant fhall not bar any right or title to 
fuch lands, to which any perfon, other than the perfon furrendering the 
fame, fhall have been entitled by poflieflion, reverfion, or otherwife. 

46. The aét of 18th of George III. which declares that the king and 
parliament of Great Britain will not impofe any duty or tax upon the 
provinces in North America, fhall not prevent the operation of ‘any att 
of parliament eftablifhing prohibitions, or impofing duties for the regula- 
tion of commerce. 

47- But fuch duties fhall be applied to the ufe of the refpeftive prov- 
inces,

This adt commenced the 26th of Dec. 1791. 

The province of Lower Canada ltes on both fides of the river St. Lawrence, 
between O1° and 74° west longitude, and 45° and 52° north latitude and is 

bounded 
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bounded fouth by New Brunfwick, Maine, New-Hampfhire, Vermont, and 
New-York ; and weft by Upper Canada. In the year 1784, tt contained 
113,012 inhabctants. 

The province of Upper Canada is the fame, as what ts commonly called the 
Upper Country. It lies north of the great lakes, between the latitudes of 42° 
go’ and 50° and is feparated from New-York by the river St. Lawrence, here 
called the Cataragui and the lakes Ontario and Eric. Though an infant fet- 
tlement, it is faid to contain 40,000 inhabitants. But this eftimate probably 
as beyond the truth.

FOREIGN INTELLIGENCE. 


POLITICAL STATE of EUROPE, to January 1, 1792. 
HE political horizon, at prefent exhibits a ftate of tranquillity, which, 
like a calm before a ftorm, prefages perhaps the mot violent con- 
vulfions, As the monarchs in Europe view the late revolution in France 
with an eye of jealouly, they appear to be difpofed to concur in any 
{cheme to overturn it ; though each is afraid, at the fame time, to be the 
firft in motion for that purpofe,. Amidft the various and contradittory 
reports circulated by the partizans of differert fyftems, it is difficult, 
however to eftablifh any confiftent ideas refpeéting their views; it is 
neverthelefs pretty evident that negociations are now carrying on, which 
are far from being of a pacific nature, Among the fovereigns who ap- 
ear moft zealous as an antirevolutionift, as we reckon the EMPRESS 
OF RUSSIA, who, as it is faid, has entered into an alliance with her 
neighbour the King of Sweden tofupport the caufe of the French prin- 
ces, who fhill refufe to embrace the offers made to themy and with the 
utmoft haughtinefs fet the authority of the National Affembly at defiance. 
In confequence of this treaty, the Emprefs, we are told, has engaged to 
furnifh a y of 12,000 men, with an annual fublidy of 300,000 rubles ; 
his Swedith majefty is left at liberty to employ thefe troops, thould it be 
found neceflary, in any manner he may think proper ; and Ruflia agrees 
to guarantee the conftitution of Sweden, and the a& of fafety of April 
3d, 1789, as well as the tranquillity of the kingdom, both externally and 
- internally, during the abfence of the king in forcign parts. Such are 
the outlines, of this treatv, for the authenticity of which we will not 
vouch, though it is beyond a doubt, that the French charge des affaires 
have not yet been officially received cither at the court of Peterfburg, or 
that of Stockholm. But as the politicks of courts are extremely change- 
able, matters may take a very different turn before the feafon 
commences for aftion. <A confederacy of this kind, to prove effeftual, 
muit be ftrengthened by the afliftance of othex powers; who, however 
rouch inclined to unite in it, may yet find it inconvenient with their own 
intereft. Befides, Catharine IJ. herfelf, who feems to take the moft att- 
ive part in promoting this delign, may not be able to carry her plans fo 
eafily into execution. She has long wiclded the {ceptre with unlimited 
fway, and aéted a con{picuous part on the public theatre of Europe ; but 
there is no impropriety in fuppofing that her influence in the cabinet 
may be on the decline, Since the death of Prince Potemkin the party 
of the 








Graxp Dre oF Russia 
who were averfe to the Turkifh war, begin to exclaim againft the ex- 
penfes into which that meafure involved the nation: And at the fame 
ume openly declare their opinion ref{petting the impolicy of interfering 
ii. 
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in the affairs of France. Cathatine, who has now loft her great favéurité 
and fupport, muft find herfelf in a very aukward and unpleafant fitua- 
tion between contending feétions ; a if the Grand Duke’s party take 
this lead, fhe may be reduced to the neceflity of abandoning a caufe 
which, at prefent, fhe feems to efpoufe with a kind of enthufiaftic zeal. 
The fupply of money which fhe fo lately fent to the fugitive princes, 
leaves us in no doubt refpeéting her fentiments in their favour: but 
whether fhe will perform anv thing farther, time only can difcover. 
What may tend to make her Imperial Majefty a little more circumfpe& 
in her eondu€t is, the Jituation of 
PoLanp, 
the crown of which notwithftanding the negociation that have for fome 
time paft taken place, is not yet finally fettled. The 
Erecror or Saxony, 
to whom the hereditary fucceflion has heen offered, upon certain condi- 
tions, has, with a prudence worthy of an enlightened prince, withheld 
his afent until the throne fhall be eftablifhed on a firm and lafting bafis. 
In his reply to the diet upon this head he obferves, that there are feveral 
points in the fundamental laws of Poland which involve important 
doubts, and which appear to him to require explanation before he cam 
enter into any deliberation on the pudla conventia. ‘That, from thefe con« 
fi.erations, he is induced to think that the beft method of clearing up 
thofe doubts would be to appoint proper perfons, on the part of the 
King and the republic, to confer with others named by him, in order 
that thofe obftacles may be removed which prevent his coming to a de- 
termmation ; and he concludes with remarking, very juftly, that the re- 
public will be expofed to lefs danger from the delay that may be occaft- 
oned by this conferience, that it would be from his forming a precipitate 
refolution. The Djet, fenfible of the propricty of the Eleétor’s ideas, 
have chofen Prince Adam ce Czartorifki, Nuncio of Lublin, and General 
of Podolia, to proceed to Drefden in quality of plenipotentiary, who, in 
ccnjanétion with M, Malachowski, minifter of the republic at the eleét- 
orial court, may dilcharge the miflion required by his Ele€torial Highnefs. 
Mean time the Diet keép a watchful eye on the motions of the neigh- 
bouring courts, to whom his affair cannot be a matter of indifference it 
has been afferted, that, at the,conference of Pilnitz, the Emperor and the 
King of Prutlia agreed to guarantee the prefent frontiers of Poland, to fe- 
cure the crown to the Ele€tor of Saxony ; and independence, and the fu- 
ture choice of a hufband for the Infanta, to the republic, This, howev- 
er, appears to be only conjecture, and, confidcring it as fuch, we forbeat 
to ofier any comment upon it, The commotious of the 
Svaces OF Brasanr 
have not yet entirely fubfided ; and notwithftanding the admonitory dec-

URSUANT to the order of the day, the Houfe refolved into a com- 
P mittee of the whole (Mr. Seney in the chair) on the report of the 
Secretary of the Treafury, on the public debt. 

The firft of the refolutions propoled on the 2ed inflant by Mr, Fitzfi- 
mons, being taken into confderation, as follows : 

“ Refolved, That the term for receiving on loan, that partof the do- 
metic debt of the United States which yet remains unfubferibed, be ex- 
tended to the filt day of September next, on the fame terms as was pro- 
vided by the a& making provifion for the public debt of the United 
States.” 

The word “ September” wss ftruck out, leaving a blank, to be after- 
wards filledup. 5 

Mr. Mercer moved further to amend the ERI fee ye by ftriking out 
the words “ on the fame terms, &c. to the end, and fubftituting thefe, 

*‘ And all perfons, fo fubfcribing, fhall receive lock of the United 
States, for he principal fum fo fubfcribed, bearing an intereft payable 
quarterly at the rate of five per cent per annum, and ftock of the United 
States, for the intereft due on faid principal at the time of fubfcription, 
bearing an intereft payable quarterly at the rate of three per cent per an- 
num, until the principal fum of the faid ftock fhall be redeemed.” 

In fupport of this motion, Mr, Mercer {poke near an hour. 

Mr. Madifon, in heu ofthe propoted amendment, offcredthe following : 

*¢ Provided that, inftead of the terms contained in the a€t making pro- 
vifion for the public debt of the United States, the fubfcribers fhall re- 
ceive certificates for the joint amount of the principal and arrears of in- 
tereft fub{cribed, 

Friday, March 30. 

Purfuant to the order of the day, the Houfe again refolved itfelf into a 
committee of the whole, on the report of the Secretary of the Treafury, 
on the public debt. 

The third of Mr- Fitaimons’s nine refolutions was, with the amend- 
ment made yefterday, adopted as follows : 

‘‘Refolved.... that the holders of loan office certificates iffued be- 
tween the firft day of September, 1777, and the Srft day of March, 1778, 
be entitled to receive intereft thereon, according to the liquidated value, 
at the fame rate as other non-fub{cribing creditors of the United States, 
without being obliged to exchange fuch certificates.” 

The 4th refolution was alfo agreed to, as follows : 

“ Refolved .... thatzhe terms for receiving on loan part of the debt 
of the individual ftates, aflumed by the United States, yet unfubfcribed, 
he extended to the firft day of next, on the fame terms as provided 
by the a& making provifion for the public debt.” . 
~ The 5th refolution was under difcuffion, when the committee rofe, re- 
ported progrefs, and had leave to fit again.
